Data tables outline aaounts of aid, numbers jof recipients, » 
average aaount of aid per recipient, and sez/'ethnic characteristics 
of recipients. During, the five years studied nearly .20,000 financial * 
aids totaling over $10,000,000 had been provided for LACC students^ 
Aaounts of aid froa HDSL and CBS increased slightly over the period, 
wh.ereas assistance under BEOG grew froa about 400 students receiving 
.S100, 000 in 1973-74 to over 5,000 students receiving nearly 
S3, 000, 000, in 1977-78.. Data indicate that feaale recipients ♦ 
outnuabered aale recipients in about the saae ratio as their / 
representaticn in the college population. Blacks (40% of the student 
po{>ulation) received slightly over half of the aids, while vhit^, 
Hispanice and Asian students- followed in that order, each showing 
percentages soaewhat below their percentage in the college 
population.

Opportunity Grant (SEOG)*, and (4) Coll- 
ege Work Study (CWS) , Major sources of detatiled information were 
reports prepared for USOE (OE Form 1152-1, replaced by 646) %^ch-re- 
qpiired detailed information on ND6L,' BEOG, and CWS. Similar derailed 
dLnformation was not available for BEOG.
